Sierra Madre

State Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion member George R. Reil¬ 
ly announced that during 
the final quarter of 1972, 
taxable sales in California 
zoomed to $15.2 billion, reg¬ 
istering an unprecedented 
gain of $2.15 billion from 
the same quarter of 1971 
with 40 per cent of the 
fourth,-quarter gain attri - 
huted to the sales tax on 
gasoline which became ef¬ 
fective July 1, 1972. 

After adjusting the final 
quarter figures to eliminate 
service stations’ tax able 
sales, the 1972 fourth quar¬ 
ter sales still exceeded thos e 
of 1971 by a whopping 10.7 
per cent. 

This is t.he f’rst quarter 
during the past five years 
that Sierra Madre has ex¬ 
ceeded the state average for 
retail sales. The basis as re¬ 
ported by the State Board of 
Equalization, George R. 
Reilly is for the fourth quar¬ 
ter of 1972. 

Sierra Madre with a total 
retail business permits of 66, 
showed a whopping increase 
of $246,000 over the previous 
year for a total gain of 16.4 
per cent.

Fairchild Republis Divi¬ 
sion of Fairchild Industries, 
Inc., Farmingdnle, Long 
Island, N.Y., $13 million, 

vertical tail; Grumman 
Aerospace Cor., Bethpage, 
Long Island, N.Y., $40 mil¬ 
lion, wing; Convair Aero¬ 
space Division of General 
Dynamics, San Di-go, $40 
million, mid-fuselage; and 
McDonnell Douglas Astro¬ 
nautics Company-Fast, St. 
Louis, Mo., $50 million, orbi¬ 
tal maneuvering system. 

Rockwell Internation a l’s 
Space Division is prime con¬ 
tractor for the development 
of t.he sh-ultle orbiter to the 
National Aeronautics and 
addition, th e division is re¬ 
sponsible for integrating the 
complete system. 

Work an the components 
will b,-» done in two phases. 
Initially, the four companies 
will support Space Division

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


Frank Volvin, the hermit

11 . QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


1 . QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER; It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


Sierra Madre citizens will 
decide three questions of 
municipal policy at the spe¬ 
cial eleclion which was 
called at Wednesday even¬ 
ing’s adjourned session of 
the city trustees.

13. QUESTION; Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8*/2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 


7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

15. QUESTION: After July 1. 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976, (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of sabstantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since Januery 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 


9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 


17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law? 

ANSWER: Most of the sections are quoted 
printed form obtainable free from:

That the American Indian has historically gotten a 
dirty deal, can hardly be denied. The whole story of callous 
mistreatment, ruthlessness, broken treaties is not one we 
can be proud of. 

The militant American Indian movement, however 
hasn’t done much to create real sympathy for their cause. 
Violence and vandalism, even though fueled by long frus¬ 
tration, almost inevitably creates a blacklash of public

The creation of an independent state at Wounded Knee 
in South Dakota, the asserted appeal to the United Na¬ 
tions, and the declaration of war against the United States 
was carrying the cause almost to the level of low comedy. 

It is easy, of course, to say that the Indians should be 
patient and go through channels to gain their desired re¬ 
forms. Many of those channels have been clogged with 
red tape, and it is not surprising that the Oglala Sioux 
should have been ripe for the grandoise proposals of the 
AIM leaders. 

What is to be hoped is that Wounded Knee does not 
prove to be a serious setback in what progress is being 
made in bringing to the American Indian a long-deserved 
improvement in his lot. _

Exemptions 

Answered 

Los Angeles County Asses¬ 
sor Philip E. Wat.son will be 
visiting major shopping con 
ters throughout Los Angeles 
in an all-out effort to aid 
property owners who may be 
eligible for the 1973 Home¬ 
owner's Exemption. 

The Assessor revealed that 
be will bo accompanying 
newly-formed volunteer in¬ 
formation teams to answer 
questions the public may 
have regarding the Home¬ 
owner's Exemption as well 
as handing out information 
packets until the April 15 
filing deadline. 

The Information Teams 
w ill bo on the job Saturdays, 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. on 
April 14. 

The Assessor pointed out 
that over 60,000 qualified 
homeowners In Los Angeles 
County failed to file their 
exemption claims last year, 
and vowed to take drastic 
measures to insure that all 
eligible recipients receive 
and file a claim by the April 
15 deadline. 

Under new state legisla¬ 
tion, the Homeowner’s Ex¬ 
emption has been increased 
from $750 to $1750 of as¬ 
sessed value. That will mean 
a total reduction of $200 or 
more on the 1973 .property 
tax bill. Also those who live 
in their own apartm e n t 
■buildings are eligible for the 
first time.

County General 
Accounting Office 

At the meeting of the 
Board of Supervisors of 
Tuesday, April 3. Baxter 
Ward requested that the 
Board consider establishing 
a General Accounting Of 
fice for the County of Los 
Angeles. Ward noted that 
the Congress of the United 
States has developed for its 
convenience and informa¬ 
tion a General Accounting 
Office as an independent of¬ 
fice of inquiry. Ward stated 
that the Board can and 
should develop a similar of¬ 
fice to serve Los Angeles 
Countv, completely indepen¬ 
dent of all existing bureau¬ 
cratic authority and report¬ 
ing directly to th P Board of 
Supervisors even on matters 
endorsed by the Board 1 it¬ 
self. 

The recent disclosures re¬ 
garding the failures of the 
Oracle system to perform, 
and the delayed advice on 
this subject to the Board of 
Supervisors, the monumental 
cost overruns in other con¬ 
struction proj e 1 1 s — are 
typical examples of the 
manner in which taxpayers’ 
money in tills county ob¬ 
viously is wasted. 

It is evident that neither 
the present methods of the 
Chief Adrninistartive O f - 
fice’s surveillance nor the 
activities of the Economy 
and Efficiency Committee 
are adequate to deal di¬ 
rectly and candidly with 
these failure and/or exces- 
f ive costs 

Ward further stated such 
an office or agency probably 
should be staffed by a mini¬ 
mum of 15 or 20 professional 
personnel, who are full time 
and properly paid. It is like¬ 
ly that such an office com¬ 
plement could be drawn pri¬ 
marily from existing audit¬ 
ing or analytical functions in 
other County departments at 
no increase in cost to the 
taxpayer. 

Because of the need 1 for 
independence of this unit, it 
:s imperative that any eval¬ 
uation of its value or goals 
be limited to consideration 
by the Beard of Supervisois 
only, with legal guidance 
from the County Counsel. 

Ward’s motion was taker, 
under advisement by the 
Board and will be discussed 
in two weeks. 


Infant Heroin 
Study Scheduled 

On a motion by Baxter 
Ward, the Board of Super¬ 
visors requested that the Di¬ 
rector of Health Services 
conduct a survey in Los 
Angeles County to develop a 
study that will show the ef¬ 
fects of an infant being 
born to a herein addicted: 
mother. Ward stated that 
tile questions are basic — 
do the infants die, do they 
receive medication, are they 
treated for withdrawal, are 
they mentally or physically 
defective as a consequence 
of the lingering condition? 

Ward added that such a 
study should be based on a 
broad and continuing sam¬ 
ple, inasmuch as the care 
for such infants is one of 
the basic obligations o f 
modern society. This Los 
Angeles County study will 
be the first long range ex¬ 
tensive inqiuiy Into this 
problem.

Th P April 16 deadline for 
filing State income tax re¬ 
turns is fast approaching, 
warned Martin Huff, execu¬ 
tive officer of the Franchise 
Tax Board. "Taxpayers who 
have not yet filed their re¬ 
turns should do so before the 
deadline,” he warned. If 
there is tax due, remittance 
in full should be included 
with the return to avoid 
penalties, he said. 

For those who are expec¬ 
ting a refund; processing 
can be speeded if the W-2 
forms are attached, the re¬ 
turn, is signed and the so¬ 
cial security number veri¬ 
fied, and the pro-addressed 
la-bei attached, Huff noted.
